ed pour slowly into the grease, .stirring 
gciitly until of the consistency of hon- 
ey. Grease and potash should lie only 
lukewarm at thu time of mixing. All 
the grease should be tried out and 
strained. Cool in pans and when suf- 
ficiently stiffened cut the soap into 
squares or any other form. 


Ilorax should be added after the pot-
